THE PARIS eESOLTONS. | 


ARE. THEY - DEAD! ‘ 


Mr. Al Hobson writes: in the 
‘| Manchester Guardian a followss— 
Nr. George’a recent letter, with 
its Protectionist concessions, 
gives prominence once more to 
the Paris Economic Conference 
held by the Allies im June, 1916, 
to which he directly refers, It 
has often been’asserted that the 
recommendations of that ..Con- 
ference had perished of inanition, 
having ‘achieved their real pur- 
pose in the improved economic 
co-operation of the Allies for 
fighting the war. But since we 
are now told by Mr. Churchill 
that the resolutions of that Con- 
ference still.stand, and that the 
attitude of Mfr. George is in pur- 
suance of the Paris poticy, it is 
important to recall the nature of 
these recommendations and the 
circumstances udder which they 
were made. . —_ 

Now the Paris proposals are 
placed under three heads, the first 
containing measures for the war 
period, the second transitory 
measures for the period of recon- 
struction, and the third prescrib- 
ing permanent measures for the 
collaboration of the Allies. With 
the first we need notconcern our- 
selves, They were necessitated 
by the war, and have been carried 
into effect. But for the recon- 
struction period, which we are 
now entering, proposals are made 
of a very serious import. Clause 
2 of this section provides that 

“during this number of years ” 
the enemy Powers shall be 
excluded from’ most-favoured- 
nation treatment. and that “the 
Alkes undertake to assure to each’ 
other, so far as possible, compert= 
Satory outlets for trade in case 
consequences deterimental 
their trade result from 
application” of this treatment.

“the Allies declare thamselves 
agreed to conserve for thé Allied 
countries, before all others, their 
natural resources during the 
whole period of commercial; in- 
dustrial, agricultural, and mari- 
time reconstruction, and “for this 
purpose they undertake to 
establish special arrangements to 
facilitate the interchange of these 
resources,” This policy, if actual- 
ly carrled into effect, would mean 
th> atarvatiog not only of enemy 
but’ of neutral comntrias: in 
the near future, For the, 
Allied nations (even leaving 
out of account America, which 
was nota party ta the Paris 
Conference) have a yirtual 
monopoly in their empires of 
many of the essential foods and 
raw materials. It is generally 
recognised that unless some 
international rationing ,of these 
resources according to urgency 
of neads takes place the impover- 
ished countries of Europe must 
be driven to despair and ruin by 
famine and stoppage of industry. 
Clause 4 explicitly lays down 
that the enemy Powers “shall be 
subjected either to prohibitions 
or to a special regime of ar 
effective character” as a pré- 
vision “against economic aggres- 
sion resulting from dumping or 
any other mode of unfair com- 
petition.” These were the days 
when enterprising statisticians

‘QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


_—-—_—_—-- 


Yesterday’s meeting of the Legislative Council’ was invested 
with a considerable measure of interest by the series of questions 
put by the Hon. Mr. Holyoak, embracing, as they did, a number of 
matters of decided public concern. But-it can scarcely be said that, 
on the two questions which we intend touching—the housing 
problem and the censorship—the replies forthcoming were in any 
pense either unduly informative or satisfying. In fact, the response 
from official quarters was what it usually is—an inclination towards 
ambiguity and a seeming anxiety. not to commit the Government 
fn any way. This only serves to show the difficulties under which 
Unodficial members labour when attempting to ascertain the feeling 
of the Government on public questions’ by means of question and 
answer—a laborious and unsatisfactory process which lends itself 
to evasion of the practical aspect by those to whom the queries are 
directed. . : 

To take the housing question first, Mr, Holyoak recalled the 
demand expressed by a crowded public meeting for a Commision of 
«Enquiry, mentioned the Government's promise that the resoluvion 
should-be laid before the Governor on his return to the Colony, and 
plainly asked what measures the Government proposed taking, in 
view of Sir Henry May's. retirement, “to give prompt effect to the 
wishes of the Colony.” The official reply was to the effect that 
certain measures had already been taken, that others were shortly 
to be brought forward (it being unlikely that these would need a 
Commissién to enquire into them) and that,in the absence of a 
Governor, it was not proposed to take any steps with regard to the 
appointment of a Commission. That, to our way of thinking, is a 
moet disappointing reply. Aside from what has been done (any good 

_ effects from which are yet not apparent) or what is intended to be 
done, why isit that the Government discountenances the appointment 
of a Commission and isso indifferent to the wishes of the community 
as expressed by a crowded public meeting ?..We agree with the Go- 
vyernment that this housing problem “has several different aspects.” 
It is precisely because of tha multiplicity of the issues that the public 
wants the whole matter probed into by an unbiaased body of men. 
With all due deference to the Government, the ratepayers and the 

_ taxpayers—the people who want houses but cannot get them—are 

“the ones to decide whether such a step is necessary ornot. In 
Singapore, where.the problem is on all fours with the conditions 
here, the Government did not hesitate’to. refer the subject toa 
Commission, which has made very valuable recommemdations there- 
on. We want to see this issue threshed out in all its ramifications, 
and the evidence which could be brought before a Commission should 
materially assist the authorities in making provision fer the needs 
of the present and the larger requirements of the futare. On such 
a matter, the Government cannot possibly: have too, much informa- 
tion. “In the absence of a Governor” s Commission was appointed 
to consider civil servants’ salaries; why then. refuse a popular. 
demand-on an even bigger issue? The calling together of a Com- 
yiission doés not bind the’ Government to anything; that it would 
cause further, light to be shed on the matter cannot possibly be’ 
deubted. ..-We trust, therefore, that Mr. Holyoak will press the poimt

desirable. The ‘West 


Coast 
of America com- 


.} prises Chile, Bolivia, Peru; and 


Ecuador. Chile produces for 
export large quantities of nitrate, 
copper,sulphur, borax and similiar 
products, Of late the mines of 
Chile have been found to be an 
important source for iron. ore 
needed in our steel industry. 
Chile also produces for export 
an important quantity af woal 
and. some. wheat and wheat 
flour. Bolivia ranks second 
among ‘the tin-producing coun- 
tries of the world. Bolivia has 
important copper and tungsten 
Mines, and, exports rubber, 
quinine bark, and 

forest products. Peru 
exporter of sugar on a large 


‘| scale, produces avaluable variety 


of long staple cotton, controls the 
world’s supply. of Alpaca wool, 
and possesses important mines 
producing copper, tungsten 
vanalium molibdynum, and other 
minerals essential to American 
industry. Ecuador is an import- 
ant source of cacao, the raw 
material from which chocolate 
and cocoa are prepared. Ecuador 
has vast areas of pasture lands 
that areas yet but little developed.
